An Editorial 


BCDC vs. Albany 


It seems the Bay Conservation and Development Com- 
mission must have more important things to do than to try 
to make Albany knuckle under. 


This city has been under fire from this powerful 
agency almost from the moment it was created by the 


McAteer-Petris Act in September, 1965. 


The bone of contention between Albany and BCDC 
has been Albany's stand that it is exempt from BCDC 
jurisdiction on the grounds that its project of filling 120 
acres of tidelands was begun before BCDC was created. 


Authors of the bill wrote into it a “grandfather clause’ 
exempting existing projects and told Albany officials it 
was created for Albany. Also supporting this stand are 
former Assemblyman Byron Rumford and former State 


Senator John W. Holmdahl. 


Although this would seem an open and shut case with 
the Albany project forever exempt from BCDC, this city 
has been badgered, harassed and even taken to court by 
BCDC in an effort to stop the fill. Albany has won each 
and every battle, but the winning has occupied days and 
weeks of time of city officials and staff. 

When BCDC high-handedly voted to ask the court 
for a temporary injunction to stop the fill in 1966, City 
Attorney Lawrence Saler won a declaratory relief action 
and the fill continued. At the time, Judge Thomas Calde- 
cott ruled that Albany’s fill is a “project. 

The latest victory was last Wednesday, when the 
State Senate Governmental Efficiency Committee unani- 
mously approved a bill authored by State Senator Lewis F. 
Sherman of Berkeley (SB 1064 ) clarifying the Jaw that 
created BCDC by defining ‘ ‘project’ so Albany may con- 
tinue filling because it is, in fact, a project begun (in 1961) 
before BCDC came into existence. 

SB 1064 has now reached the Senate despite vigorous 
opposition by BCDC, Save the San Francisco Bay associa- 
tion and a San Francisco newspaper, which has written 
inflamatory anti-Albany articles and editorials. 

Unhappily, the opposition has been joined by certain 
Albany residents who have been influenced by outsiders 
to turn against their city and attempt to sabotage the 
project. 

Albany’s plans to transform ugly mud-flats, formerly 
little more than a tire-trapping eyesore, into a thing of 
beauty for the entire Bay Area and a source of revenue 
to the city deserves the support of all taxpayers. 

Our chief commercial-recreational industry, Golden 
Gate Fields, returns about $176,000 annually to our city 
and schools. The landfill could provide additional revenue 


from related enterprises which would complement the 
racetrack, 
The City Council is not anti-conservatism; it is pro 


Albany. Albany is fighting for its economic life and you 
have a stake in its future. 

Because the opposition is so vocal, communications 
supporting SB 1064 would be appreciated by the Albany 
City Council, Senator Sherman and Senators Alan Short 
and Hugh Burns.

Senator Lewis F. Sherman of 
the Eighth District in Alameda 
County issued a sharp denial that 
his bill (SB 1064) clarifying the 
law on BCDC as it affects Albany

However, in this instance 
I feel that Albany has a good 
case and the law. should 
clarified.”
